Use  of  a  Liturgy.— The  facts  referred  to  in  a  speech 
of  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Allen,  sent  to  us  by  a  corres¬ 
pondent,  are  of  an  important  and  striking  character. 
In  New  England,  with  every  advantage  of  outward 
circumstances,  but  without  a  liturgy,  a  large  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  ancient  orthodox  Churches  have  degene¬ 
rated  into  Socinianism.

God,  to  the  influence  of  a  judicious  and  scriptural 
form  of  government,  combined  with  the  advantages 
arising  from  a  pure  and  spiritual  liturgy. 

There  is  of  course  much  which  claims  priority  in 
rank  and  superiority  in  importance  over  right  forms 
right  government.
